New  Professional  Program 
Added  to  Business  Course 

A revolutionap'  new  professional  program  to  train  bus- 
inessmen for  decision-making  has  been  instituted  at  Brigham 
\oung  University,  it  was  announced  today  by  President 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

. The  new  Masters  Program  in  Business  Administration 
will  be  a full  two-year  course  for  all  students  regardless  of 
their  undergraduate  training.  This  places  it  on  a par  with 
programs  at  both  Harvard  and 
Stanford  Universities  which  is  in 
contrast  to  the  usual  one-year 
program  beyond  the  bachelor’s 
degree  at  most  other  Institutions 
for  business  majors  and  for  the 
usual  master’s  degree  in  a limit- 
ed subject. 

“THIS  IS  A relatively  new 
concept  in  graduate  study  in 
business,”  said  Dr.  Wesley  P. 
Lloyd,  dean  of  the  Graduate 
School.  “It  involves  interdepart- 
mental organization,  and  cuts 
through  the  usual  compartmen- 
talized idea  of  business  educa- 
tion.” 

Dean  Lloyd  emphasized  that 
such  an  ambitious  undertaking 
is  a pioneer  program  ^d  of  its 
recognition  among  the  most  ef- 
fective business  education  de- 
grees in  the  nation. 

THE  PROGRAM  is  a result  of 
years  of  study  and  surveys  by 
BYU  business  experts  who  as- 
sert it  represents  the  best  na- 
tional thinking  in  the  field. 

The  new  program  will  go  into 
operation  next  September,  and 
applications  should  be  filed  with 
the  Graduate  School  as  soon  as 
possible,  according  to  Dean 
Lloyd.  Closing  date  for  applica- 
tions is  May  1.  Selective  admis- 
sions tests  will  be  administered, 
the  major  one  being  the  “Admis- 
sions Test  for  Graduate  Study 
in  Business,”  which  is  a nation- 
ally standardized  examination. 

“YOU  DON’T  have  to  be  a 
business  major  to  enter  the  pro- 
gram.” noted  Dean  Weldon  J. 
Taylor,  dean  of  the  College  of 
Business.  “In  fact,  we  welcome 
students  from  other  areas  of 
study,  as  long  as  they  are  aca- 
demically qualified  and  have 
complete  the  bachelor’s  degree 
in  any  area  of  a university.” 

The  students  will  be  given  ex- 
perience in  five  general  areas; 
Administration,  Operation. s 
Planning  and  Control.  Environ- 
ment, and  Commuftications.

The  Cards,  who  seem  to  im- 
prove each  week,  rallied  to  tie 
the  Cleveland  Browns,  17-17,  at 
St.  Louis  and  the  Pittsburgh 
Steelers  proved  poor  hosts  in 
handing  the  Washington  Red- 
skins a 22-10  beating  in  other 
N.F.L.  games. 

In  the  American  Football 
League,  the  Los  Angeles  Charg- 
ers parlayed  the  passing  of  young 
Jack  Kemp  and  the  running  of 
Paul  Lowe  into  a 52-28  victory 
over  the  Oakland  Raiders  to  all 
but  sew  up  the  League’s  Western 
Division  race,  and  the  Denver 
Broncos  rallied  for  24  points  in 
the  final  period  to  gain  a 38-38 
tie  with  the  Buffalo  Bills. 

A WEEK  AGO  after  the  Eag- 
les had  beaten  the  Giants  in  New 
York  with  the  defensive  platoon 
playing  a major  role,  skeptics 
said,  “OK,  show  me  they  chn  do 
it  again.” 

Well,  it  took  the  Eagles  a 
while  to  get  rolling  the  second 
time  with  a partisan  crowd  of 
60,457  looking  on  in  Franklin 
Field,  Philadelphia,  for  the  Gi- 
ants roared  to  a quick  17-0  lead. 

WITH  “Gambler”  Van  Brock- 
lin  leading  hte  offense  after  Dan 
Burroughs,  Bob  Freeman  and 
Maxi  Vaughn  had  picked  off 
four  interceptions  on  Giant 
Quarterback  George  Shaw,  the 
Elagles  finally  grabbed  a 24-23 
lead  in  the  fourth  period  and 
then  added  the  touchdown  that 
put  the  game  out  of  reach  fol- 
lowing recovery  of  a Giant  fum- 
ble by  Jim  Carr.

They  held  a 17-7 
halftime  lead,  but  the  Cards 
kept  coming  back,  closing  the 
gap  to  17-10  in  the  third  period 
on  a 23-yard  field  goal  by  Gerry 
Perry,  and  gaining  the  tying  TD 
in  the  final  period  when  John 
Roach  connected  on  a 12-yard 
toss  to  Sonny  Randall.
